Carter signs 
governmental 
overhaul bill 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Fulfilling a major campaign promise, President Carter 
today signed his government reorganization authorization bill and said he would start 
“a searching examination” of the bureaucracy with an overhaul of his own office. 
The White House Oval Office ceremony was a clim ax to outsider Carter’s two-year 
presidential campaign in which he repeatedly assailed the overgrown, inefficient 
federal bureaucracy. 
“We have no master list or hidden agenda” for reorganization targets, the White 
House said in a statement. 
But, it said, Carter “has identified several areas for early action, including energy, 
oil spill pollution control, consumer affairs, civil rights, advisory committees and the 
President's Executive Office.” 
“As I have stated on many occasions, my administration is determined to 
reorganize and streamline the executive branch of our government,” Carter said in a 
statement at the signing. “The reorganization program will make a searching ex­ 
amination of the entire federal structure.” 
“It’s going to be a long and very challenging undertaking. There will be a lot of con­ 
troversies. I’m determined to do a good job with it.” 
The bill signed by Carter today gives the President authority to transfer, consoli­ 
date or abolish many—but not all—government agencies subject to veto by either 
house or Congress within 60 days. If the veto is not voted, then the change 
automatically becomes law. 
White House Press Secretary Jody Powell said recommendations on reorganizing 
the Executive Office of the President would go to Carter in early June. 
The office has grown from a small staff concerned largely with budgetary matters 
during the Franklin Roosevelt administration to its present 18 units. 
Carter said Bert Lance, director of the Office of Management and Budget, who per­ 
formed a similar chore when Carter was governor of Georgia, would direct the 
reorganization. 
The White House said the reorganization will: 
— Seek to achieve maximum efficiency and economy. 
— Simplify government “so people, average citizens, can understand it.” 
— Reduce overlap and paperwork and open up government proceedings and docu­ 
ments to the public. 
— Increase the predictability and consistency of government actions. 
Council will consider 
Ocean Avenue parking 
ban alternatives

Citizen protest over plans to reduce 
parking on East Ocean Avenue caused 
the City Council last night to agree to 
study other w ays to ease traffic 
problems in town. 
Ten persons told the council that its 
decision in February to prohibit on­ 
street parking on Ocean between F and 
Seventh streets would cause personal 
hardship and hurt business 
The prohibition of parking is part of 
the city’s plan to install a continuous left 
turn lane between F and Seventh this 
summer. Public Works Director Barry 
J. Gustafson, who recommended that the 
council stick by its February decision, 
argued that the lane would reduce a high 
accident rate on Ocean, as well as im ­ 
prove traffic flow In 34 months through 
last October, he said, a state study found 
61 accidents associated with persons 
making left turns off Ocean 
R ep resen tin g C huck’s N u rsery, 
however. Dorothy Osmundson told the 
council. "For safety, what we need more 
than anything else is a stoplight at 
Seventh and Ocean to slow traffic.” 
LaRae Duden. for United Farm Agency 
Real Estate, agreed that the high acci­ 
dent rate “has as much to do with speed 
as with left turn lades ” 
Both Osmundson and John Larsson. of 
Clark and Larsson Volkswagen, com­ 
plained that large trucks would find it 
impossible to get in and out of the firms 
driveways. 


Arthur Batty told the council that, 
although he and other members of the 
Alpha Club “keep their youth pretty 
well." other elderly visitors and renters 
of the club building would find it difficult 
to park far down a side street and walk 


A fter the public hearing. Coun- 
cilmember Joe Valencia said that he 
wouldn't want to "act emotionally" and 
immediately reverse the council s plans 
to prohibit the parking, but would rather 
look at alternatives. Councilmember 
Elinor Lefkowitz agreed that further ac­ 
tion on the issue should be postponed for 
further study. 


C ou n cilm em b er 
C harles 
Ward, 
how ever, criticized the protesting 
citizens for not contacting the council 
before and during its February 15 
meeting, when it approved the traffic 
plan “ It seem s a little late to undo what 
we've done, but we probably will undo 
it " He chided the citizens for not keep­ 
ing up with city actions — or. at least, 
not taking seriously its announcements. 


Several citizens responded that they 
hadn t understood that the new left turn 
lane would require the prohibition of 
parking all along Ocean between F and 
Seventh They thought it would only af­ 
fect curbs near intersections. 
A city notice to property owners, 
businesses and residents along the af­ 
fected portion of East Ocean was sent 
out Feb. 2. The notice, which Ward said 
was “as clear as glass," read in part: 
"The city is considering a project to in­ 
stall left turn lanes on East Ocean 
between F Street and Seventh Street. 
The project requires removal of curbside 
parking in order to provide room for the 
left turn lanes.” 
Mayor Charlotte Benton and Coun­ 
cilmember Gene Stevens both com ­ 
mented that the increasing development 
along Ocean Avenue probably would 
require the reduction of on-street park­ 
ing sooner or later Although citizens 
complained that any less parking there 
would be "disastrous,” Mayor Benton 
said that her own survey of the area 
revealed “many unfilled lots," and that 
property owners could work together to 
provide more off-street parking. 
In other action, the council:

Approved recommended assess­ 
ments for alley, s.treet and sidewalk im­ 
provem ents 
affecting

owners, and directed staff to arrange 
maximum payment tim es with the 
owners. 
— Passed a recommendation by the 
city attorney to add a subsection to 
the City Code providing the power to tow 
illegally parked vehicles from city 
property. Since the city acquired the

Public works jobs bill 
faces delay over dispute 


WASHINGTON (UPII — A $4 billion 
public works jobs bill, a key part of 
President Carter’s economic recovery 
plan, today faced the possibility of 
further delay in Congress in a dispute 
over water pollution 
To meet the Easter recess deadline, 
negotiators from the House and Senate 
would have to resolve considerable 
differences over both jobs and water 
pollution issues, normal rules would 
have to be waived and both houses would 
have to pass a compromise. Negotiators 
planned an afternoon meeting 
Different versions of the public works 
bill were passed by large majorities in 
the House Feb. 24 and Senate March 10. 
Sponsors say the measure would create 
up to 600.000 jobs through local public 
works projects throughout the country 
The Senate version gives more of the 
money to states such as New York. 
Massachusetts. Michigan and California 
with especially high unemployment 


rates. The House version gives more to 
states such as Texas. Pennsylvania. 
Illinois and Ohio with somewhat lower 
jobless rates. 
That problem is difficult enough 
politically, but the jobs bill is also 
entwined in a water pollution dispute 
Sen Edmund Muskie, D-Maine. per­ 
suaded his colleagues to attach to the 
Senate version a $10 billion extension of a 
program to keep 34 states, including his 
own. from running out of federal funds 
for water pollution control. 
That angered House members, who 
had planned a broader extension and 
revision of the program. 
On Tuesday the House passed its own 
$18 billion water pollution measure 361- 
43 and arranged to send it to House- 
Senate conference along with the jobs is­ 
sue

BEIRUT. Lebanon (UPI) — The 
American ambassador in Lebanon called

At least 25 persons have died in clashes 
between Christian rightists and Palesti­ 
nians in southern Lebanon in the worst 
fighting since Arab troops restored

Syrian-backed 
Palestinian-leftist forces occupied the 
strategic village of Taybe. two miles 
from the Israeli frontier after three days 
of heavy artillery clashes and hand-to-

Observers said the Syrian-backed in­ 
itiative raised the possibility of Israeli 
military retaliation 


As the fighting continued in the south. 
U S. Ambassador Richard Parker met 
with Gen Victor Khoury, the recently 
appointed commander of the Lebanese 
army. 
Parker preceded his talks with the 
army chief by a session with Defense 
Minister Fuad Butros and at both 
m eetings was accom panied by an 
American military attache 
In other diplomatic activity, Foreign 
Ministry officials met with the Cuban 
and West Gerpnan ambassadors for talks 
described by the government-run Beirut 
Radio as centering on "bilateral rela­ 


tions and latest developments 
The right-w ing Phalangist Radio 
recently charged that “Cuban m issile ex­ 
perts" were aiding Palestinians in south 
Lebanon, but Western military sources 
said there was no evidence of any Cuban 
presence in the area. 
Parker also planned to meet right- 
wing Phalangist Chief Pierre Gemayel 
today. 
The right-wing alliance, grouping

Board tempts FPC 
with 'shortcut' 
proposal on LNG 
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WORKMEN rush to complete new circle driveway on D Street side of Lompoc Hospital to provide 
new entranceway for the hospital’s new and enlarged emergency room. The driveway project is 
being built at an estimated cost of $27,000, according to William Diebner, hospital administrator. 
Target for completion is April 20 to give the hospital another three weeks before National Hospital 
Week in May to move the emergency room facility from its present location, on Hickory Avenue. 
Diebner said the emergency room will be moved into facilities formerly occupied by long-term 
care beds The old emergency room facilities that have served the community for many years will 
be used to give other hospital facilities more room.

Union, J-M team up 
on cancer research 


SARASOTA, Fla (UP I) — A 
union and a manufacturing 
company have joined in a trail- 
blazing effort to support medi­ 
cal research aimed at finding a 
way to help asbestos workers 
facing a “ ticking time bomb” 
of cancer. 
Dr. Irving Selikoff of the 
Mount Sinai School of Medicine 
in New York said there are an 
estimated one million asbestos 
workers in the United States to­ 
day and history suggests one of 
every 15 will eventually die of a 
previously rare cancer called 
mesothelioma 
“ Is this inevitable?,“ he 
asked in a report released today 
at an American Cancer Society 


seminar. “ Must we look to2,000 
or more deaths each year of 
mesothelioma, well into the 
next century?” 
Mesothelioma is an invaria­ 
bly fatal cancer of the lining of 
the chest or abdomen. It is not 
the only cancer problem 
asbestos workers face. Many 
who smoke also will develop 
lung cancer. But because so lit­ 
tle is known about mesotheli­ 
oma. the research project is 
aimed at that disease. 
It was started recently at 
Mount Sinai with $250,000 
grants each from the Asbestos 
Workers International 
Union 
and the Johns-Manville Corp., a 
m ajor m aker of asbestos

Five new cases of botulism 
emerged today to bring the 
total in the nation's worst out­ 
break in history to 44 Three of 
the la te st v ic tim s w ere 
hospitalized 
Oakland County health offi­ 
cials said the cases all were in 
this suburban area north of 
Detroit. Two new victims had 
mild symptoms and were being 
treated at their homes by 
private physicians 
Three of the earlier patients 
were in c ritica l condition 
There have been no deaths 
Health officials said there is 
little they can do but wait for 
more cases to develop 
Some medical experts said 
the final number of victims 
could reach 50 
All of the victims had eaten at 
Trini & Carmen s, a popular 
Mexican restaurant in Pontiac. 
Health officials have blamed 
the botulism on improperly 
home-canned green peppers 
used to make a hot sauce served 
at the restaurant last Monday 
night 
Although it is against state 
law to serve home-canned 
products in commercial esta­ 
blishments, Oakland County 
authorities said they have made 
no decision on whether the 
restaurant will be allowed to 
reopen

HOUSTON (U P I) - The 
astronauts grinned, then thrust 
the slick red, white and blue 
space shuttle mission emblem 
in v ie w of the w a itin g 
reporters. 
Somehow, having the weird- 
looking, 
alm ost-airp lane 
flanked by twin rockets on an 
official piece of artwork helped 
bring America’s newest space 
venture a little closer. 
"You know when you get a 
patch, you’re about ready to 
fly,” said mission commander 
Fred Haise. 
Even with some delays in 
main engine testing, the $6.7 
billion program is proceeding 
on course, officials said Tues­ 
day. It may end up ahead of 
schedule for its manned flight 
in July. 


The reusable shuttle, de­ 
signed to behave lik e a 
spacecraft in orbit, takes on 
airplane-like features in re­ 
entry and landing. Eventually, 
it will be used to ferry men and 
working space labs into space 
for advanced research 


The shuttle is scheduled for 
an orbit launch early in 1979 
with its three main engines 
aided by a pair of rocket 
boosters. 


“ It (the shuttle) is not a sim­ 
ple machine,’’ said Haise. “ We 
have to get ready to fly and we 
have to do it right.” 


Haise, 43, and Air Force Lt. 
Col. Gordon Fullerton, 39, will 
crew the first manned test this 
July. Joe H. Engle, 43, an Air 
Force colonel and Richard Tru­ 
ly, 38, a naval commander, will 
crew the second flight. 


During the July flight, the 
shuttle vehicle will be dropped 
from its Boeing 747 carrier and 
glide to a landing at Edwards 
Air Force Base in California. 


The crew w ill sim ulate 
almost every aspect of the an­ 
ticipated five-minute glide to 
earth 
Everything but the 
landing itself 


“ It (the landing) is like 
parachuting,” Fullerton said 
“ You don’t need to practice 
something you need to do right 
the first tim e.” 


Haise, a veteran of Apollo 13 
and the only crew member to 
have flown in space, said 
program officials still have not 
run fuel cells tests and final 
coordinating stages are just 
beginning. 


“ We have not refined very ex­ 
pediently how we fit together, 
how we mix.” he said. “ The 
way you get there is by doing 
it.” 


Currently an estimated 50,000 
persons are working on the 
project. 


“ It is my hope that we may 
meet our ALT (approach and 
landing tests) and conclude a 
little earlier.” Truly said dur­

If the populace of the Santa 
Ynez Valley is in the dark about 
the current Santa Barbara 
County split question, it isn’t 
because they are lacking the op­ 
portunity to be informed. 
A flow of speakers espousing 
both the pros and cons, as well 
as another who has adopted an 
objective viewpoint, has begun 
to inundate the valley with dis­ 
cussions on the plan to split the 
northern part of Santa Barbara 
County, including the Santa 
Ynez Valley and the Lake 
Cachuma area, into a new Los 
Padres County. 


Gaining the most exposure 
thus far in a series of ap­ 
pearances in the valley have 
been four members of the Los 
Padres County study commit­ 
tee. Speaking before the Santa 
Ynez Valley Board of Realtors 
at a luncheon were study com­ 
mittee head Jim Buchert. Brad 
Foster and Michael Welch, all 
of Santa Maria. On the same 
night. March 29. Buchert and 
Foster were joined by George 
Crosby for a presentation favor­ 
ing the county split and given 
before a large crowd at a 
Solvang Business Assn., dinner 
session 


Heard both times at both 
events that day, too. was 
former Santa Barbara County 
Auditor-Controller Paul Floyd. 
While members of the Los 
Padres group cited reasons for 
favoring the split. Floyd in both 
instances addressed himself to 
the practicality of the proposal, 
and noted at the SBA session 
that the split plan had some 
“ good points.” but warned that 
division of the county would not 
be a “ simple process.” 


It was time for the negative 
side to come to bat in Solvang 
Monday night. Drawing an at­ 
tendance of less than 25 people 
at a four-group sponsored ses­ 
sion in the Veterans Memorial 
B u ild in g . 
San ta

economist Harold E 
Hager 
spent nearly two hours in ex­

feasibility study, which he 
claimed was not available for 
public perusal. 


Declaring that he was speak­ 
ing as a private citizen and 
based on his own analysis. 


Hager told his audience that he 
could not substantiate anything 
said by the Santa M aria 
Chamber of Commerce in its 
report 
He described the Los Padres 
Committee’s study as one built 
on boo-boos, charades and 
follies and declared that the in­ 
come was based on the 1976- 
77 assessed value revenue 
base, while the expenditures 
were compiled from 1976-77 
budget figures 


Hager claimed creation of the 
new county would result in a 
higher tax rate than is now 
levied in Santa Barbara County 
and that the cost of an election 
would run as high as $300,000. 


He noted, too the costs as­ 
sociated with the start of opera­ 
tions of two new counties, the 
problem of employe placement, 
and objected strenuously to the 
Los Padres County group’s set­

TTte crew of a Southern Airways 
jetliner that crashed during a 
hailstorm may have shut down 
their remaining engine inten­ 
tionally in hopes of saving it but 
then could not start it up again, 
a federal investigator says. 
The DC9. w ithout eith er 
engine working, failed to land 
on a narrow highway Monday 
afternoon and sheared off trees 
and power poles, smashed a 
country store and several cars 
before disintegrating in flames 
The highway patrol said 68 
persons, including the pilot and 
copilot, were killed and 26 
others injured 
The taped recording of con­ 
versations in the plane cockpit 
revealed a voice believed to be 
that of copilot Lyman W Keele. 
Jr.. 34, shouting ‘‘Shut it down! 
Shut it down!" 
F H. McAdams of the Nation­ 
al Transportation Safety Board 
met with about 75 other in­ 
vestigators Tuesday and said 


much of the 30-minute tape was 
drowned out by the roar of hail 
The pilot. Capt. W illiam 
M cKenzie. 54. ea rlier had 
reported the plane’s windshield 
damaged and one engine was 
dead McAdams said investiga­ 
tors speculated the crew shut 
down the second engine “ be­ 
cause of either an indication of 
overheating or it could disinte­ 
grate ” 
He said. “Usually, you can 
restart an engine in flight, but 
there were indications of unsuc­ 
cessful attem pts to restart the 
second engine 
McAdams said. “ As far as we 
know." Keele and not McKen­ 
zie was at the controls of the 
aircraft during its death glide 
The last audible voice on the 
tape, the investigators said, 
was that of Keele saying. ‘I’ve 
got it.” 
It was not unusual for the 
copilot to take the controls. 
McAdams said, and the conver­

Investigators have not deter­ 
mined the cause of the crash, he 
said, and in addition to hail 
were “looking at w ater inges­ 
tion (in the engines! and tur­ 
bulence" possible causes. 
Lee J Roach, a 16-vear pilot 
for Delta Air Lines, said the

"You're a free falling safe.” 
There was no im m ediate 
answer why the plane, on a 
flight from Muscle Shoals and 
Huntsville. Ala., to Atlanta flew 
into the violent hailstorm , 
which should have been indicat­ 
ed on its weather radar 
A Southern spokesman said 
the radar “ absolutely" was 
working at the time of the 
crash. 
The spokesman said hail­ 
stones would not be apparent on 
the weather radar, showing up 
"just like rain or a bad shower 
because it is only w ater." 
But M cA dam s said the 
hailstorm would give a “very 
heavy" echo on the radar. 
When the plane lost power, 
McKenzie said he would try to 
land at Dobbins Air Force 
Base, about half the 30-mile dis­ 
tance to the Atlanta airport 
When his second engine went 
out. he asked for the nearest 
airport, which was Carters- 
ville Then, apparently realiz­ 
ing he could not make Carter- 
sville. he said he would try to 
make a landing on a road 
The plane skidded about 300 
yard s down 
the tw o-lane 
highway, disintegrating as it 
went Sixty of the 85 persons 
aboard died, along with eight

"It simply means that the 
less you use, the less it will 
Beef cattle prices 
are on the increase 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
Beef cattle prices are heading 
up this spring, but Agriculture 
D epartm ent econom ists say 
prospects indicate many cattle­ 
men will continue to lose money 
through September. 
At the same time, experts 
said in a Livestock and Meat 
Situation report, both cattle and 
hog prices are likely to rise in 
the second half of the year and 
consumers will feel the impact 
in the form of higher retail 
prices for beef and pork. 
The department report said 
prices for choice grade grain- 
fed steers at Omaha, which 
averaged an estimated $37.88 
per hundred pounds from 
January through March, are ex­ 
pected to rise to a $39 to $41 
dollar average from April 
through June and a $42-$44 
range from Ju ly through 
September 
The predicted increases point 
the way to improved returns for 
cattle producers who have been 
losing money through much of 
the past three-and-a-half years. 
But the latest forecast does 


nothing to change ea rlier 
predictions that for many 
farmers there will be no profit 
in cattle until at least the last 
quarter of this year. 
Eldon Ball, a departm ent 
livestock specialist, said in an 
interview the predicted cattle 
prices for the A pril-June 
quarter are still slightly below 
predicted total production costs 
for that period. 


For the July-September quar­ 
ter. predicted cattle prices are 
up — but so are cost forecasts 
Cattlemen's returns may be up 
to the $42-$44 per hundred­ 
weight range, but estim ates of 
costs in the Com Belt in July 
run slightly over $44. Ball said 


The expert noted government 
cost estimates include some 
overhead items which farm ers 
may not count as direct, out-of- 
pocket costs 
And in some 
cases, efficient producers prob­ 
ably have costs below the 
government estim ates and can 
break even or m ake slight 
profits at the predicted cattle 
p r ic e s . 


cost." he said. “ We won’t be 
penalizing those who conserve 
but those who are wasting.” 
The new rate system was 
quietly included in a proposed 
order rescinding an earlier 
commission decision banning 
new connections for natural 
gas-fueled swimming pool hea­ 
ters. 
The order was scheduled for 
action Tuesday, but was held 
over for one week for modifica­ 
tions at which time Batinovich 
said he expected it to be 
adopted. He stressed, however, 
that minimum “ lifeline” rates 
for residential customers and 
industrial rates will not be af­ 
fected 
State law requires that a 
minimum “lifeline" amount of 
gas be supplied all customers at 
a lower rate than normal. 
The cost of gas consumed 
above the lifeline level current­ 
ly remains the same per unit 


for residences regardless of 
how much is used. 
But under the new plan, 
heavy consumption would be 
charged at higher rates. 
Batinovich compared natural 
gas to rare gems, saying that 
the plan was based on the as­ 
sumption that natural gas sup­ 
plies are more valuable than in 
the past. 
“ A four-carat diamond is 
worth more than a two-carat 
diamond,” he said. 
During discussion of the new 
order, commissioners agreed 
that proposals to install sepa­ 
rate meters for swimming pool 
heater lines and an arbitrary 
cutoff of fuel for the devices 
were impractical. 
“ A lot of people said they 
wanted to use their pool heaters 
and were willing to pay the 
cost," Batinovich said. “ So we 
decided if they wanted to pay 
$80 a month to heat their pools 


after paying $40 to heat their 
homes, we should let them.” 
He said one of the aims of the 
rate schedule was to price 
natural gas pool heaters “out of 
the market and encourage the 
use of solar heating” while not 
unfairly restricting the use of 
natural gas. 
He added that unless new 
natural gas supplies are discov­ 
ered during the next two or 
three years, “we’ll have to 
literally cut off the gas to swim­ 
ming pools.”

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Betrayed, 
top labor 
men claim 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - Em­ 
bittered by recent administra­ 
tion decisions, the nation's top 
labor leaders now suggest 
President Carter has betrayed 
his campaign promises by woo­ 
ing big business. 
Labor's complaints with the 
new Democratic administra­ 
tion were listed Tuesday by 
AFL-CIO Secretary Treasurer 
Lane K irklan d . He cited 
C arter’s Cabinet choices, 
economic package, minimum 
wage proposal and shoe imports 
decision as triumphs for busi­ 
ness. 
Kirkland, the heir apparent to 
AFL-CIO President George 
Meany, expressed a sense of 
frustration and resentment in 
his speech to the AFL-CIO In­ 
dustrial Union Department. 
Other labor leaders have 
acknowledged the same fee­ 
lings. 
‘‘The process reminds us 
again that, in national and 
world affairs — whether the 
winds blow left or right, cold 
war or detente. Republican or 
Democrat — big business 
adapts and comes to winning 
terms,” he said. 
Responding to Kirkland's 
charge, Labor Secretary Ray 
Marshall acknowledged the ad­ 
ministration has sought the con­ 
fidence of business but he in­ 
sisted labor has obtained some 
— if not all — the things they 
wanted, too. 
K irk la n d said la b o r's 
estimated $11 million campaign 
for Carter was “ founded on a 
certain degree of faith in the 
platform of the candidates and 
their promises and pledges dur­ 
ing the campaign 


“ A central theme of that 
campaign was a repeated com­ 
mitment to the proposition that 
with a new administration 
would come a new spirit, 
governed by the needs, the 
problems and the aspirations of 
plain people — specifically in­ 
cluding working people.” he 
said. 


Kirkland complained that 
business dominates the Carter 
Cabinet and the President’s 
decisions have been designed to- 
win ‘‘business confidence.” 
Referring to the administra­ 
tion’s economic package, he 
said: 


‘‘On the bottom line of that 
package you can read the mes­ 
sage: ‘There ain't gonna be no 
full employment here for the 
next four years ' Chalk up 
another one for business 
Scratch another promise.” 


Marshall told reporters. “ I 
can see why labor would be dis­ 
appointed. But I don't think 
they're likely to argue that 
they've been double-crossed, 
because I think that Mr. Meany 
himself said that the only thing 
the President ever offered to do 
was to listen to him I think that 
happened."

Disabled undaunted 
by balky Califano 


W ASHINGTON (U P I) - 
Demonstrators trying to push 
the government into acting on 
rights for the blind, deaf and 
disabled appear disappointed 
but not discouraged HEW 
Secretary Joseph Califano Jr., 
does not seem ready to accede 
to their demands. 
‘‘We were very happy to hear 
that you are concerned, but we 
are most interested in your ac­ 
tions,” said Frank Bowe, direc­ 
tor of the American Coalition of 
Citizens with Disabilities Tues­ 
day in a noisy appearance 
before the demonstrators at the 
Department of Health. Educa­ 
tion and Welfare. 
‘‘We are most interested not 
only in the signature but in the 
strength of the language of 
what you will sign, and in the 
enforcement program you will 
design.” Bowe said, speaking of 
the regulations Califano pro­ 
mised to issue early next 
month 
The regulations are designed 
to implement a 1973 law forbid­ 
ding 
d iscrim in atio n 
against the handicapped in 
schools or any other program 
where federal tax dollars are 
involved. 
The demonstrators wanted 
Califano to sign immediately an 
existing proposal, which the 
Ford administration spent 2^* 
years working on, rather than 
conduct his own review 
They booed him loudly when 
he said he would not act until 
early May. 
“ I will do my best, as I said, 
to be as fair as I can,” Califano 
responded “ I understand why 
you’re here. I can do no better 
than my best and fairest I'll do 
the best I can to act on your just 
and legitimate needs ” 
With that Califano stepped 
down from the small wooden 
end table he had mounted to ad­ 
dress the 100 or so demon­ 
strators jammed into the lobby

SACRAMENTO (U PI) - A 
b ill reinstating the death 
penalty in California is only 
four votes short of the two- 
thirds approval needed in the 
Assembly, a United Press 
International survey shows. 
However, of the 50 Assembly 
members who said they would 
vote for or were leaning toward 
a death penalty bill similar to 
one approved last week in the 
Senate, a few legislators said 
they would not vote for the 
measure unless it is changed. 
The Senate passed on a 29-10 
vote a bill (SB155) by Sen. 
George Deukmejian, R-Long 
Beach, reinstating the death 
penalty in California for speci­ 
fied crimes such as murder for 
hire, killing a policeman, and 
murder during a kidnaping or 
rape. 
“There are too many catego­ 
ries. It covers too broad an 
area.” said Assemblyman Mi­ 
chael Wornum, D-Mill Valley, 
who said he would be inclined to 
vote for a limited version of 
Deukmejian’s measure — one 
that did not contain so many 
specified crimes. 


Eighteen Assembly members 
— all Democrats — said they 
would vote “ no" on any capital 
punishment bill and 10 said they 
were undecided. Tom Bane, D- 
Van Nuys, listed among the 
“ undecided,” said he had made 
up his mind but he refused to 
say how he would vote because 
“ once I announce my position, I 
don’t receive communications 
from both sides of the issue.” 
Three assemblymen who said 
they probably would approve a 
death penalty measure — Barry 
Keene. D-Elk, Bill Lockyer, D- 
San Leandro, and Floyd Mori, 
D-Pleasanton — added that 
they were still uncertain on any 
veto override vote. 


Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr. 
has promised to veto any death 
penalty bill that comes to his 
desk. As an alternative, he 
suggested life without the pos­ 
sibility of parole. 


Keene, like some other 
legislators, said he personally 
opposed the death penalty but 
was leaning toward a “ yes” 
vote because of a public opinion 
poll showing that 86 per cent of 


his constituents approved capi­ 
tal punishment. 
A two-thirds majority — 54 
votes — is required to pass the 
“ urgency” measure by Deuk­ 
mejian. A similar two-thirds 
vote is required to override the 
promised veto. 


Such an override was less 
certain than the initial vote on 
the measure. Forty-six Assem­ 
bly members said they would 
vote to override a veto while 14 
were undecided. 


Deukmejian’s bill, several 
other capital punishment resto­ 
ration measures and bills to 
substitute life in prison without 
possibility of parole instead of 
death come before the Assem­ 
bly Criminal Justice Commit­ 
tee Monday. 


The same UPI poll indicates 
the vote by liberal Democratic 


Assemblyman 
Richard 
Alatorre of Los Angeles will 
decide the issue in that commit­ 
tee. In 1973. Alatorre voted 
against the death penalty law 
which recently was struck down 
by the state Supreme Court.

DAVIS (UPI) - The con­ 
troversial state probation sub­ 
sidy program has saved tax­ 
payers nearly $100 million in 
the past 10 years but has 
resulted in a crime increase, 
according to a University of 
California study 
The report issued Tuesday by 
the Center on Administration of 
Criminal Justice at the Davis 
campus recommended major 
changes in the program, in­ 
cluding more funding for coun­ 
ties and increased efforts to use 
savings to reduce crime 
The program is designed to 
reduce the number of juvenile 
and adult offenders sent to state 
penal institutions by placing of­ 
fenders on probation at the 
local level in an attempt to 
r e h a b ilita te th em w h ile 
in c re a sin g p ro te c tio n of 
citizens 
It has come under criticism 
from the legislature's auditor- 
general 
Senate Republican 
leader George Deukmejian of 
Long Beach has introduced 
leg islatio n to abolish the 
program 
In its study of 4.000 offenders, 
the center said "Taking both 
state savings and co-tnty costs 
into account, there was a net 
savings to California taxpayers 
of nearly $10 million per year" 
during the 10-year existence of

now may be starting to show 
up 
Looking to the future, Rail 
said he is particularly con­ 
cerned about the use of sac­ 
charin to replace sugar in diet 
drinks 
"I think there is essentially 
no reason why saccharin should 
be present in soft drinks which 
are freely available and highly 
promoted for the entire popula­ 
tion." he told an American 
Cancer Society seminar Tues­ 
day 


Rail, director of the National 
Institute of Environm ental 
Health Sciences and assistant 
surgeon general, said the possi­ 
ble benefits outweigh risks 
when saccharin is used by 
diabetics 
“The use bv diabetics doesn't 


worry me at all.” he said 
"What I am concerned about is 
that approximately 75 per cent 
of the saccharin manufactured 
goes into soft drinks ’’ 
The Food and Drug Adminis­ 
tration’s proposed ban on sac­ 
charin has touched off a major 
controversy. Rail was critical 
of scientists who opposed the 
ban before they studied the 
Canadian test on which the ac­ 
tion was based 
"I think it is an absolutely 
superb scientific study." Rail 
said " It’s very well done " 
The key question is whether 
cancer developing in mice and 
rats fed large doses of a sub­ 
stance means the material in 
much smaller doses also can 
cause cancer in humans 
He concluded that such 
laboratory studies are valid and 
good predictors for human 
cancer 
Of 20 agents known to cause

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cancer in people. Rail said all 
but two also cause cancer in 
animals 
The exceptions are benzene, 
which he said has not been 
studied well in animals, and 
arsenic, which he said recent 
studies indicate interferes with 
cell repair mechanisms and in­ 
directly may promote cancer 
" It’s highly likely that sac­ 
c h a rin is a c a rc in o g e n ic 
-(cancer causing) in man." Rail 
said “ It’s clearly carcinogenic 
in animals." 
He said there have been a 
dozen studies linking saccharin 
with cancer and when all the 
data is put together, it indicates 
even two bottles of drinks con- 


taining the sweetener con­ 
sumed daily for a long time 
eventually might cause cancer 
in some people.

(UPI) — Domingo Yumang, a 
lo n g - h a ir e d . 
b e a r d e d 
fisherman, vowed six years ago 
he would crucify himself each 
year for 10 years if his ailing 
daughter were allowed to live. 
On Good Friday, he will honor 
that vow for the sixth time. 
Domingo. 41. keeps the four 
specially made nails he uses in 
his annual ordeal in a jar of 
alcohol. They are three inches 
long, razor thin and flattened at 
one end. 
Speaking in halting English. 
Domingo said he made his vow 
” in a private talk with God” in 
a desperate effort to save his 
ailing infant daughter. 
Six-year-old Esperanza is 
now healthy and her grateful 
father is determined to fulfill 
that pledge. 


Domingo has photographs of 
his previous crucifixions. His 
waist and feet are tied to the 10- 
foot cross to prevent the flesh 
from tearing. There are no 
scars on his hands. 
Domingo said the greatest 
pain hits about five minutes 
after the cross is raised near a

He had 127,625 votes, or 59.1 
per cent of the total, to Rob­ 
bins’ 59,906. or 27.7 per cent, 
with 1.802 of the 3,779 precincts 
counted.

Senate, ran a low key, “ say lit­ 
tle” campaign He defended his 
support of downtown redevelop­ 
ment and accused Robbins of 
favoring the secession of the 
San Fernando Valley, a mostly 
middle class, white suburban 
area 
Bradley neutralized Robbins’ 
appeal on the emotional inte­ 
gration busing issue, which 
played an important role in 
other races 
Bradley, black 


him self, cam e out against 
“massive crosstown busing,” 
saying most black parents are 
just as opposed to it as whites. 


The school board member 
most in favor of busing, college 
professor Robert Docter, got 
only 36 per cent of the vote and

month 
David Fishlow. an attorney 
for the American Civil Liber­ 
ties Union, said Tuesday it was 
unclear why three of the young 
people left the church, but said 
affidavits had been filed with 
the appellate court indicating 
the illegal deprogramming had 
occurred 
Fishlow said it was difficult 
to fathom how the young people 
could go from being “devout 
followers to devout enemies” of 
the church in three or four days 
unless they had been undergo­ 
ing deprogramming 
“It is clear this deprogram­ 
ming is continuing at this very 
moment.” Fishlow said. 
In issuing the decision Tues­ 
day. the California D istrict 
Court of Appeal said parents 
must show why they should not 
be subject to contempt of court 
proceedings 
The court also said it would 
hear argum ents Monday by 
church attorneys who want the 
temporary conservatorship re­ 
scinded 
It was granted by 
Superior Court Judge S Lee 
Vavuris on March 24 Vavuris 
refused to ban deprogramming.

A scout who knows 
baseball talent

NEW YORK (UPI) — Another baseball season opens today and Ellis Clary 
already is far out in front of it. which isn't that unusual because he's the kind 
who can give anybody a head start and still be waiting there at the finish line to 
shake his hand for finishing second. 
It's not that Clary is so fast on his feet anymore, it's only that he’s quick up­ 
stairs. and in his job as scout for the Minnesota Twins that never hurts him at 
all. 
For the past five weeks, he has been looking over all the major leaguers in 
Florida for the Twins and now he's going home to Valdosta. Ga., for a little 
breathing spell before hitting the road again. Tlie player who impressed him 
most this spring was Pittsburgh’s Dave Parker. 
“He's in the top five right now and fixin’ to be in the top three.” says Clary, 
barely able to contain his enthusiasm. "Hits, runs, fields, does everything, and 
when you consider he’s so big. six-seven, six-eight, or whatever he is, he could 
become the new Man Mountain Dean!” 
Dave Parker is only six-five, but that’s neither here nor there. Clary advises 
you to keep any eye on him because he’s due for a great year. 
Ellis Clary isn’t fooling on that score. 
On a couple of others, though, you’re free to draw your own conclusions 
because nobody in the game has Ellis Clary’s down-home sense of humor, and 
if they guarantee nothing else, some of the stories he tells provide ample reas­ 
surance that baseball, far from dying, has never been in healthier condition. 
“Hear about the new policy I’m sellin’ the managers?” he says. “It pays dou­ 
ble indemnity if one of his own guys kills him. Whitey Herzog liked it so much, 
he got the first one Ralph Houk says he wants one right away Roy Hartsfield 
and Dick Williams are interested also 
“If you take the policy,” Clary laughs, “you gotta buy this special managers’ 
helmet that goes with it. I’m sellin’ them. too. 
“Say. do you think Calvin Griffith is trying to tell me something?,” Gary 
asks, going off on another tack. “ He wants me to go down and take a look at 
this kid infielder in the middle of the Bermuda Triangle.” 
On a more serious note Ellis Clary’s eyes went up. like those of most others 
in baseball, at the beating Texas Rangers' Manager Frank Lucchesi took from 
one of his players, Len Randle. Somehow it reminded him of the player he 
always considered the hardest puncher in baseball. 
“His name was Gus Brittain and he came from Wilmington, N.C.,” says 
Clary “ He died a year or so ago, but during his lifetime he was the toughest 
monkey 1 ever ran into, and I saw some tough ones in my time 
“ ...One day (when he was the Cincinnati Reds’bullpen coach), him and Paul 
Derringer, the Reds' 20-game winner, got into it on the bench, and Derringer 
picked up the catcher's mask and hit him right between the eyes Gus didn’t 
even blink He got Derringer down on the floor of the dugout. under the bench, 
and it took the whole team to get him off. 
“ I roomed with Gus when we were both with the Greenville Spinners in the 
Sally League and he was a wonderful guy, the greatest guy in the world — 
providm he was on your side He was managin’ Wilmington, I believe it was, 
and Van Mungo was managin’ Rocky Mount one time when Brittain got into a 
run-in with the umpire. Mungo tried to get him off the umpire and Gus turned 
on him and beat the livin' curd outta him. Beat him so bad, Mungo wound up in 
the hospital. 
“You remember Frank Howard, who used to coach at Clemson? Well, me 
and him were sitting in his office at Clemson last year, I had taken my grand 
young un. Todd, along, and Frank Howard asked me about Gus Brittain Frank 
said Gus was a legend in North Carolina and he wanted to know if he was that 
tough. I told him he certainly was. 
“ Frank then told me about a player he had on his team who knew Brittain. 
One day this player was ridin’ on a train and it hit a car The crunchin' of all 
that steel set up a terrible noise, like the whole world was cornin’ loose Frank 
said this player of his picked himself up from the aisle, dusted himself off. and 
said. Sounds like Gus Brittain is under the train."’

POLLY S POINTERS 


Po lly Cram er 


Garment has its own color 


D EAR PO LLY — Do you have any suggestions for 
getting perspiration odors out of clothing — especially 
some types of synthetics'' They smell clean when wash­ 
ed but after wearing even for an hour the body warmth 
seems to bring out the perspiration odor again. — A B 
DEAR A.B. — The odor you speak of may be in the 
fabric itself rather than perspiration. We have had 
many letters from readers complaining about the odor 
in some synthetics even when new. 
You might try rinsing the garments in a white 
vinegar-water solution but test first to see its effects on 
the fabric. A strong solution of baking soda and water 
might also solve the problem. — PO LLY. 


D EAR PO LLY — My Pet Peeve is with those unsolicited 
catalogs that come in the mail with a notice that due to the 
high cost of postage they cannot send any more unless you 
order something immediately. Who needs them? — MRS. J.F . 
D EAR PO LLY — A reader complained about her mattress 
slipping around and I want to tell her and the others how I 
solved this problem. I stretched a fitted sheet (an old one will 
do) across the top of the box springs and then I stretched 
another fitted sheet over the bottom side of the mattress. No 
more slipping. 
To remove stubborn water spots from windows, especially 
outside ones, I use one tablespoon boric acid in a quart of 
warm water to wash them. 
Cut flowers seem to last longer when I put a teaspoon of salt 
in the water — MRS E A R. 
D EAR PO LLY — I have a few decorative curtain rods on 
small windows where the center supports are unnecessary. 
These supports make great hangers for small planters They 
are adjustable, they extend up to five inches from the wall and 
sometimes more depending on how they are made I find them

Campaign subsidy 


An interesting scheme for 
federal campaign subsidiza­ 
tion is apparently in the works 
in Washington that if passed 
could add some $80 million to 
our tax bills every two years. 
A ccording to a report 
recently put out by the 
National Chamber of Com­ 
merce, several influential and 
powerful legislators have 
proposed that in addition to 
the monumental amounts of 
money they already receive 
for the great job they are do­ 
ing, that the taxpayers kick in 
even more for their campaigns 
for office. In effect, these 
gentlemen want us to pay, 
albeit through the govern­ 
ment, so that they won’t have 
to take contributions from 
special interest groups, and 
thus will ostensibly be more 
honest and representative. 
In the Senate, and using a 
smaller state as an example, 
the proposal is that federal 
dollars would match each 
private contribution of $100 or 
less, in both the primary and 
the general elections, plus an 
initial federal grant of $75,000 
for the general. 
In that small state men­ 
tioned above, and in which the 
senate 
campaign 
spending 
limit was $225,000 in the 
primary and $300,000 in the 
general, a Senator whose 
private contributions all were 
made in less than $100 incre­ 
ments could receive up to 
$106,000 for the primary and 
up to $187,000 for the general 
election. In the largest states, 
those figures could well be 
over $1,000,000. Thus, in the 
Senate alone the cost to the 
taxpayer of having an incum­ 
bent run for office could be as 
high as $38 million. 
In the House, the federal 
subsidies would be available 
only in the general election. 
Nevertheless, with 435 House 
seats available, the cost of just 
the general election subsidy 
would probably be in the 
neighborhood of $43.5 million. 
The theory of the proponents 
is, as mentioned above, to take 
the need for special interest 
monies out of political cam­ 
p aign in g. O pponents, of 


course, argue that this subsidy 
program would do nothing 
more than keep incumbents in 
their seats, even if they aren’t 
popular enough at home to 
raise sufficient campaign 
funds on their own. 
We are always ready to sup­ 
port almost any legislation 
which might remove special 
interest dollars from the

the idea that those campaign 
debts must be paid through

What we find particularly 
irksome about this proposal, 
though, is that these guys 
make so darned much money 
just in the performance of 
their jobs. Why should we poor 
slobs have to pay for their 
election, or re-election as 
well? 
Indeed, each member of 
Congress is paid $57,500 a 
year. In addition, each Senator 
is allowed up to $900,000 for of­ 
fice staff, depending on the 
size of his constituency. A 
representative gets $255,000. 
They also get s iz ea b le 
allowances for phones, letters, 
telegrams, newsletters, and 
field offices; 26 round trips 
home each year; six free trips 
for staffers; liberal pensions 
of up to a proposed $46,000 in 
1980; 
health insurance; 
emergency medical care; free 
swimming pools, gyms, spas, 
plants for their offices and 
even low priced meals and 
haircuts. All this at our ex­ 
pense. So now they even want 
us to help them get re-elected 
to the country-club sur­ 
rounding to which they have 
grown accustomed, and we 
think that’s asking just a little 
bit too much. 
For the amount of money 
we’re paying our political 
representatives, we shouldn’t 
have to worry about their not 
being accessible to our de­ 
mands. If special interest 
groups are so much a threat to 
the integrity of the men and 
women helping govern us, then 
perhaps we should retain our 
tax dollars and let the special 
interests take over the burden 
of Congress. We just might 
come out ahead in the deal. 


WASHINGTON — Nine years ago. the 
Rev. Martin Luther King Jr.. spiritual 
leader of the civil rights movement, was 
gunned down in Memphis. An escaped 
convict named Jam es Earl Ray was 
nailed for the murder. 
Yet nagging suspicions persisted that 
he m ay have been 
hired by others. The 
public doubt finally 
forced a Justice Dept 
task force to review 
the case. It has now 
concluded that Ray 
“ was the assassin and 
that he acted alone.” 
House investigators, 
h o w e v e r. 
h a v e 
challenged the Justice 
Dept s findings. In a 
confidential. 
16-page 
analysis, they have 
pointed out significant inconsistencies 
and omissions in the task force report 
They note that the task force had a 
“ multitude of leads" to pursue, yet inter­ 
viewed only 30 people. “Thirty inter­ 
views could hardly scratch the surface," 
declares the analysis. “ A detective in­ 
vestigating a common street crime may 
very likely conduct more interviews." 
The House investigators don't pretend 
that they have solved the case. But they 
have set forth their clues in a fascinating 
secret 
report, 
stamped 
“ Sensitive 
Here are the highlights, in chronological 
order: 
— While Ray was serving time in the 
Missouri state penitentiary, he told 
cellmates that he would kill King “ if the 


price was right." Ray also was quoted as 
saying he intended to seek out a 
“ businessm en’s 
association" 
which 
allegedly had offered $100,000 for King's 
murder 
—On April 23. 1967. Ray escaped from 
the prison by hiding in a large breadbox. 
which was loaded on a bakery truck The 
congressional investigators are trying to 
find out “whether anyone aided Ray in 
his escape and whether this assistance 
was connected" to the King assassina­ 
tion 
The escapee had immediate access to 
false identities He posed alternately as 
Eric Galt. Ramon George Sneyd. Paul 
Bridgman and John Willard 
“These 
aliases correspond to the names of real 
men. all of whom lived close to one 
another in suburban Toronto." report the 
investigators “ In addition, three out of 
the four bear physical resemblances to 
Ray." Galt “ even had scars in the same 
location as did Ray. the forehead and 
right palm ." The House sleuths want to 
know “whether Ray received any help in 
obtaining thse aliases." 
—For the next year. Ray “traveled 
across the United States, lived in more 
than a dozen cities and traveled in four 
foreign countries ... A conservative es­ 
timate of his total expense would be at 
least $7,000 Ray himself estimates that 
he spent at least $9,500 " Those who did 
business with him recall that “he often 
paid for items with new $20 bills." The 
House Assassinations Committee “ in­ 
tends to investigate the sources of Ray's 
funds in general and of those $20 bills 
in particular " 


—Ray opened a safety deposit box in a 
Birmingham bank in August. 1967, and 
closed it four months later. Bank records 
show the box was closed by someone liv­ 
ing in Baton Rouge. La. Yet Ray was liv­ 
ing in Los Angeles at the time. Hie com­ 
mittee. therefore, is investigating “who 
in Baton Rouge aided Ray by closing that 
safety deposit box." 
—The committee has received un­ 
verified reports that Ray was in touch 
with the Beverly Hills office of Litton In­ 
dustries in California. While he was pos­ 
ing as Eric Galt, he also listed as his 
previous employer a Pascagoula. Miss., 
shipbuilding company owned by Litton 
Industries The investigators are check­ 
ing “ whether there is any relationship 
between Ray and Litton Industries." 
—The late William Sartor, a jour­ 
nalist. alleged that organized crime 
figures had accepted a $300,000 contract 
on King's life from a right-wing racist 
group According to Sartor. Ray got in 
touch with these men in New Orleans. 
The committee is seeking “all eviden­ 
tiary m aterials that might support or 
refute Mr. Sartor’s report.” 
—A witness has told investigators that 
he overheard a telephone conversation 
on the afternoon of the King assassina­ 
tion 
“ Frank Liberto, a person with 
alleged organized crime connections, 
said: ’Shoot the bastard Do it this after­ 
noon Shoot him. even if you have to do it 
on the balcony, just do it."’ 
—The co m m ittee has received 
‘‘independent corroborations" of a possi­ 
ble Liberto link A witness told of a Bir­ 
mingham. Ala . gun shop owner who. 


before the assassination, pointed to a ri­ 
fle and said: “This is the gun that is go­ 
ing to kill Martin Luther King." Later 
the witness saw the gun shop owner “ in 
the company of Ray and Liberto." The 
secret report describes Liberto as “a 
ta r g e t of th e c o m m itte e ’s in ­ 
vestigation" 


The Memphis police set up a sur­ 
veillance post in a firehouse overlooking 
the motel where King spent his last 
fateful hours. Curiously, two black 
firemen. Norvell Wallace and Floyd 
Newsum. were withdrawn from the post 
Then a black policeman. Edward Red- 
ditt. was called off the surveillance The 
committee “ has begun to investigate 
these incidents." 


— Ray fled to Toronto after the assas­ 
sination He applied for Canadian birth 
certificates under the names of Paul 
Bridgman and Ramon George Sneyd. He 
finally obtained a birth certificate and 
passport in Sneyd’s name. The House in­ 
v e s tig a to r s a re c h e c k in g “ th e 
procedures used by Ray in securing 
these documents " They want to know 
whether he could have obtained them 
“ without the assistance of some present­ 
ly unidentified person or persons." 
The investigators are also chasing 
down a number of other leads They are 
undeterred by the cold water that the 
Justice Dept, tried to throw on their in­ 
vestigation 
It was the Justice Dept., 
they point out. “ that supervised the in­ 
itial investigation The review was sub­ 
stantially a study of the existing 
paperwork and not a re-investigation."

Which way the energy plan? 


Berry’s World 


PLAINS 
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We have not been vouchsafed any 
authoritative glimpses into the energy 
policy forthcoming from Mr. Carter and 
Mr. Schlesinger. but it sounds very 
much as if one of its features will be a 
compulsory husbanding of energy by in­ 
terdiction. One can still hope that such a 
policy could not be written by the hands 
of Jam es Schlesinger. 
who is after all a 
professional econo­ 
mist But telling peo­ 
ple what to do has. as 
we saw from the con­ 
ference of citizens 
brought together in 
W ashington to con­ 
sider energy policy, 
considerable demago­ 
gic appeal. 


C onsider, for in­ 
stance. the question of 
the W asted L ight. 
Several citizens who participated in the 
seminar complained of this. You are 
driving down the street at midnight, and 
you see light after light on, performing 
no specific purpose “Such lights should 
be forbidden Unless you forbid them un­ 
iversally, there is no incentive for in­ 
dividuals to be prudent in their use of 


lights, when they know their neighbors 
are being p ro flig ate," one citizen 
observed. 


The alternative to categorical prohibi­ 
tion is of course the economic incentive. 
It is always to be preferred except in 
those rare situations where the nature of 
the scarcity causes emergency condi­ 
tions. If there is only a given amount of 
food or water, fuel or penicillin, it is 
right to ration it out on the basis of need 
If there is merely a shortage of these 
commodities, then it is always sensible 
to distribute them via the price system. 
The rule is that visible shortages have 
the effect of raising prices to the point of 
discouraging demand 
Invisible shor­ 
tages — in which category you can put 
our fuel shortage, which will not be 
manifest until most of the people who 
read these words are dead — can 
legitimately invoke government activity, 
by a special tax on use. There is already 
such a tax — about 15 cents per gallon — 
on gasoline. It could be raised, and if it 
were it would a ) discourage unnecessary 
driving, and b) discourage powerful 
engines and big cars. But note, to dis­ 
courage is different from to prohibit. To 
prohibit a big engine isn’t really a ven­ 
ture in gas saving, it is a venture in 


ecological egalitarianism, and has no 
place in a free society even supposing it 
were efficient. 
In 1965. New York City faced a severe 
drought. Researchers concluded that the 
water supply was in fact sufficient to 
maintain the city’s needs, but insuf­ 
ficient to maintain the city's habits. Mr. 
John Lindsay, running for m ayor, 
proposed the construction of vast new 
reservoirs. This he did because it is im­ 
possible to order 
a tap closed, since 
there is no way of knowing when a tap is 
open 


Another candidate (myself) came out 
for metering the water, and imposing a 
charge after 50 gallons per person per 
day Water metering would have put an 
end to the water scarcity. The con­ 
troversy became moot when the God of 
Rain, whoever he is, began drenching the 
city relentlessly, weeping, perhaps, over 
the election of John Lindsay. 


The same principle extends in the m at­ 
ter of fuel. We can, within lim its, 
regulate the amount of fuel used in the 
United States — by taxation. But taxa­ 
tion is unpleasant, and people governed 
by democratic policies tend to insist on 
solutions to problems that are not un­ 
pleasant, which usually means they are 


not solutions. These usually take the 
form of hidden as distinguished from 
direct taxes. Every penny increase in the 
price of a gallon of gasoline takes $1 
billion from the public per year But as 
the tax increases, driving decreases, and 
the expenditure of fuel is diminished. 
The interdictionists are motivated by 
various combinations of «ivy and resent­ 
ment. If Neighbor Jones, who is affluent, 
does not diminish the distance he drives 
his big car irrespective of the new tax. 
Smith is irked. Accordingly, he takes 
satisfaction from requiring Neighbor 
Jones either to drive less (through 
rationing), or give up his big car 
(through the proscription of them). 
Rationing, and indeed unnecessary 
proscriptions, give rise to the substitu­ 
tion of a central authority for the 
authority of the individual in weighing 
his own needs and his own preferences 
It gives rise also to a m onstrous 
bureaucracy to adjudicate claims for ex­ 
emption (presumably the funeral parlor 
would be permitted its large mourning 
cars) The substitution of the will of the 
board for the will of the individual will­ 
ing to pay the necessary extra costs of 
exercising that will, is really the 
socialist alternative. We shall soon see if 
it is also President C arter's alternative

Dear Mr. Crompe 
It has come to my attention that a one­ 
tim e itinerant soldier, one Colonel 
Frederick J Bremerman of your com­ 
munity. has recently seen fit to mention 
my name in a letter appearing in your 
journal. I have no particular quarrel 
with this except that, as usual, he has 
misquoted me. I did not say I took 
umbrage at standing guard because 
there were no enemies of the cavalry in 
the state of Kansas at the time. I said 
that being put on guard was an unfair 
labor practice because I had already put 
in my 40 hours that week If there were 
a n y e n e m i e s a b o u t , t h a t wa s 
“ management's problem — not mine." 


But that is a minor m atter. What I do 
take issue with is the Colonel's unfair at­ 
tack on government labor union leaders. 
Having had some dealings with these 
selfless men over the past 25 years. I 
think it inconceivable that they would 
have any ulterior motives in attempting 
to unionize our military forces On the 
contrary, I believe that, eschewing 
power and financial return 
they are 
moved pureiv out of patriotism and a 
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fine sense of justice, to put an end to the 
authoritarian and oppressive military 
concept that has kept an "iron heel" on 
the necks of our servicemen since the 
founding of the Republic. 


I think they can do it too. for consider 
what they have already done for the 
Federal civil service: In the beginning, 
you will remember, people who worked 
for the government were called "civil 
servants " And they didn’t mind this 
because, at the time, serving the people 
was considered by these old-fashioned 
folk to be an honor. This, of course, was 
incredibly naive as government union 
leaders, when they came along, were 
quick to point out "Serving anyone," 
they said, "is personally degrading.” So 
these servants of the people became 
government "employes." and there was 
great rejoicing throughout the land. 


Then the union leaders spoke again, 
saying “ Now that you are government 
employes, you must rid yourselves of the 
archaic idea that you are in any way 
beholden to the people And it came to 
pass And government employes became 
government “ workers." rejoicing that

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they were no longer beholden 
Again the union leaders appeared. 
"You are now workers," they said." and 
you must therefore fight the terrible in­ 
justices being visited upon you by your 
adversary, the Government, You must 
demand shorter hours, and more pay, 
and longer vacations, and. above all, 
relief from your slave labor bosses who 
force you to toil ceaselessly.
